Five Thousand Dollars 
Willed For City Hall 


Early on Friday morning of last 


week the death occurred at the family 
home on East Puente street of Mrs. 
Lucia W. Jerinison, the aged widow of 
th'e late General S. P. Jennison. Disso- 
lution came gently to this beloved wo- 
man and her passing was but the en- 
trance of a beautiful soul into perpetual 
rest. Probably no woman in the valley 
could more consistently bear the title 
of a lover of humanity than this aged 
lady, for her gentle and loving heart 
reached out to every .person who might 
be in distress. 
Had she lived, she 


would have on Sunday reached her 
eighty-fourth year. 


Simple funeral services, in accord 


with the wishes of tho deceased, were 
held on Monday afternoon in the par- 
lors of the residence by Bev. Howard 
Clark, pastor of the Covina Methodist 
church. The remains, under the direc- 
tion of the local undertakers, Ouster & 
Christiansen, were cremated at Pasa- 
dena. 
Her only surviving son, Mr. 


Jumes Jennison of Minneapolis, arriv- 
ed from the east on Sunday. 


Mrs. Jennison was born in Concord, 


New Hampshire. At a comparatively 
early age she married Samuel P. Jen- 
nison, who later became a state and 
national figure in military and political 
life. At the close of the Civil war he 
was retired as a general. For years he 
was the owner and editor of the Bed- 
wing (Wisconsin) Bepublican, which 
became, under his editorial manage- 
ment, the mouthpiece of the Republican 
party in that state. In their declining 
years General and Mrs. Jennison re- 
moved from Wisconsin to Covina, pur- 
chasing the twenty-acre orange grove 
on which the residence now stands. 
General Jennison died here some ten 
years ago, and it is less than two years 
ago that their son, Paul, who made his 
home with his widowed mother/expired 
suddenly at the family residence. Of 
their four sons, who grew to manhood, 
only one survives, 'Mr. James Jennison, 
auditor for the Pillsbury Milling Com- 
pany of Minneapolis. 


By* tner-terms of the will of the de- 


ceased lady, which was made public on 
Tuesday, five thousand dollars of the 
estate was left to the city of Covina, 
in memory of her late husband, Samuel 
P. Jennison, and their son, Paul, as a 
contribution toward a fund for the pay- 
ment of the cost of erecting a city hall 
or municipal building for the city of 
Covina. The deceased also bequeathed 
$5000 to the Barlow Sanitorium Asso- 
ciation of Los Angeles, a hospital for 
consumptives; $5000 to the Salvation 
Army of California, and $1000 to the 
David and Margaret Home of La Verne. 
The deceased also handsomely remem- 
bered her housekeeper and companion, 
Miss Mary Smith, and other close and 
intimate friends. The extensive library 
of her late husband is left to the Covina 
public library. The residue of the es- 
tate is willed to her son, James Jeuni- 
son. Mr. F. W. Gail, of the firm of Gail 
& Pence, is named executor in the will.

The acquirement of aca- 


demic knowledge for the sole purpose 
of enabling us to take advantage of 
the 'ignorance of our less informed fel- 
low creatures, for our own personal 
gain, is not true education in its full- 
est and best sense, 
The present and 


coming generations must be trained to 
think, for therein lies the secret of the 
power and influence of all great national 
life and our only hope for the estab- 
lishment of a safe and sound demo- 
cracy. 
During and since the great 


world war, wo have heard so much 
about making the world safe for demo- 
cracy, that our sense of proportion has 
become distorted and as in the case of 
the present day Russia, wo have learn- 
ed that a pure democracy, instead of be- 
ing an unmixed blessing to the nation 
aa a whole, may easily become, through 
lack of the ability to think logically, 
an example of the most selfish and 
brutal autocracy. 


Dr. Kleinsmid has travelled exten- 


sively, and in his travels has visited 
the seats of learning in many countries 
and came back to America rich in the 
knowledge of the fundamental princi- 
ples of education as it should apply to 
the individual, by awakening within 
him a sense of his power as a unit in 
the government of his country when 
trained to think not only for himsell 
but for the good of his fellow citizens 


A humorous episode in the experi 


once of Dr. Kleinsmid occurred when 
travelling through the South American 
Republics. 
The old Peruvian city o: 


Lima boasts of a university which was 
founded in tho year 1567, but its in 
fluenco upon the thought of the nation 
is practically nil, for the simple reason 
that its unprogressive conservatism par 
takes more of the monasticism of the 
middle ages. From the portico of the 
hotel in which the doctor was staying, 
his attention was attracted one evening 
by an awful commotion in the street. 
-Hundreds of men, bedecked in all the 
finery of military pomp, clashing of 
sabres, firing of guns, tramping of horses 
with the rabble bringing up the rear 
and aimlessly adding to the general 
confusion. When he enquired the next 
morning as to the cause of the commo- 
tion, he was informed that another re- 
volution had taken place. 
Something 


had occurred to offend one of the petty 
factions and they had forthwith de- 
manded the head of the president. 
That worthy was eating dinner at the 
time, and so little attention did he 
pay to the disturbance, that the revolu- 
tionists, with impulsiveness of the usual 
mob, finally scattered, until some other 
petty grievance should occur to arouse 
their unreasoning sentimentality. 


Such a thing could not happen in this 


country. Our schools, colleges and uni- 
versities have a recognized and an ap- 
preciated influence upon the thought 
of the masses. Our commercial, political 
and religious life is permeated with and 
directed by this educational influence. 


Thought rules the world, and when 


the mental faculties of the individual 
are trained to think aright, the resul- 
tant peace, prosperity and happiness 
are shared by both the individual and 
his country. That a university educa- 
tion is absolutely necessary to the well 
being and prosperity of every one is a 
question. When we study the lives of 
such men as Grant, Lincoln and other 
supermen, we may readily imagine that 
the possession of an academic educa- 
tion might have made their work eas- 
ier, but we cannot say that greater good 
to their country would have resulted 
therefrom. 
In these days the means 


of education are within the reach of 
all. 
Our institutions are training the 


thought of coming generations. We are 
a unit for ultimate good. Each Ameri 
can citizen is a king in the making. A 
power for good in the government of his 
country. Thus is the prophecy of the 
immortal Lincoln coming true, "A gov- 
ernment of the people, for the people 
by the people which shall not perish 
from the earth."

The frost committee's report showed 


that there were at. least two principals 
of better frost prevention methods that 
were worthy of investigation: first, the 
wind machine type; second, the heat 
generating plants, the heat to bo gen- 
erated at a central plant and by means 
of blowers distributed through \indcr- 
ground pipes to each tree. 


The claims made at the frost conven- 


tion by the Acetylene Generator Manu- 
facturing Company of Los Angeles held 
so much of promise that C. E. Crawford, 
one of the committee, has gqno into the 
matter more thoroughly with these peo- 
ple, with the end in view of having in- 
stalled in Covina an experimental plant 
on a two and one-half acre orange or- 
chard, to demonstrate the efficiency of 
this system. 


The Acetylene Generator Manufactur- 


ing Company of Los Angeles is turning 
out a gas generator that is superior to 
any other generator on the market, in 
the opinion of Mr. Crawford. It is a 
positive pressure generator of depend- 
able automatic operation, requiring no 
attention as long as there is carbide and 
water in the machine. The feeding of 
the carbide into the water is absolutely 
automatic. It is fool-proof in construe 
tion and reliable in operation, the mat- 
ter of safety being one of its chief 
points. 


These generators are made in Los An- 


geles, in sizes to meet all requirements 
—for the home and commercial purposes 
as well as for the orchards. It is esti- 
mated that a generator of 600-pound 
capacity will be sufficient to heat a ten- 
acre citrus orchard, allowing one burn- 
er to four trees, twenty burners to the 
acre, or two hundred burners for ten

FARM BUREAU WILL HOLD 


PRUNING DEMONSTRATION 


Pruning Demonstration 
on Frosted Citrus Trees 


During the month of June a series of 


nineteen field demonstrations for citrus 
growers of Los Angeles county will be 
conducted , by Farm Advisor Hodgson 
and other members of the farm advisor 
staff, and will be held under the aus 
pices of the farm bureau. The subjects 
for discussion and demonstration wil 
be the pruning of citrus trees and the 
treatment for trees injured by frost. 


An effort has boon made by the farm 


advisor staff to gather together the bos 
information on saving of badly-injurec 
trees and the follow up work pruning 01 
less severely injured trees. From ob 
servations which have been made 
some recent jobs of treatment of frost 
injured trees many mistakes are being 
made which will probably result in poo 
trees or doing the work over again. Thi
